MINUTES OF THE JANUARY 8, 1987 MEETING a

The meeting was called to order by Dan Davitt, N6CGB, at 7:30 PM. Introductions 
were given and the XYL’s of Red Stillman and Jerry Dubson were introduced. It was 
mentioned that SCDXC stickers for QSL cards are available. The membership was asked 
how many countries were worked in 1987. Only Shel, W6EL, had worked 100. 

Under old business, John, K6SVL, spoke to us about the monthly activity award. 
He suggested we drop that contest and modify the W6AM Memorial Award to be submitted 
monthly. The deadline to be the 15th’ of the following month or it won't count. 
Further, CW and phone contacts with the same station should count as one, not two, as 
now. WGHX suggested that zones be counted also. N6VI moved these suggestions be 
tabled until a later meeting. It was seconded and carried. Submit any suggestions on 
the contest to your favorite director. 

Joe, K5KT, President of the Palos Verdes ARC, gave us an update on the W6AM radio 
museul. Probably an acre will become available and the ranch house moved. Joe 
suggested that any efforts to acquire the W6AM call sign be held off for now. 

NOOU read a letter from CQ Magazine regarding the trophy that the SCDXC has 
sponsored for 20M phone. A statement was receeived for $135 for the last 3 years. It 
was moved, seconded and passed that we continue to sponsor this award and pay the 
Dil.

Changes will have to be 
approved by the membership. Changes involve dues for Board members and Charter 
members and a clarification of an Associate member. Awards have to be put in 
clearer language. 

DX activity certificates are still owed to many winners. 

The next Christmas dinner was discussed. Arrangements have been made at Les 
Freres Taix, on Sunset Blvd. The date will be the 3rd Thursday, Dec 17. 

WOMFC brought up the fact that operating projectors, opening up and closing the 
meeting place was not a Secretarial function. KG6PV agreed to accept this facilities 
function. 

KG6PV believes that W6FRZ, as repeater coordinator, should be a board member. 
W6AE appointed N6DKP to work out the details on this subject. 

W6AE said he would like to see the club roster out earlier than Christmas this 
year. Bill, WK6V, says that roster update forms will be included with the next 
Bulletin. A rough draft will be available by April with a final copy ready for the 
printer by June. Bill suggested an incentive to get these forms back would be a 
ticket against a prize. The Board approved a $200 value. Also mentioned was the loss 
of membership over the last two years. Any member bringing in a new or former member 
will be given a ticket for the $200 prize. 

W6AE would like this year to be a fun year. He proposes Field Day and a club 
picnic. 

Program information is needed by the Board meeting for NK6A to publish in time. 
Ted, W6HX, had a few suggestions for up-coming meetings. N60U had nothing firmed up 
yet, but was working on a new short wave station in Southern California. 

The SCDXC should state a position on the re-structuring of the DXCC. 

N6OU discussed how to change over the names on the bank accounts. The secretary 
will prepare a letter with the corporate seal. 
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DXER OF THE YEAR AWARD 


In order to promote more and better DX activity among Southern California DX 
amateurs, to provide incentive for better operating and increased participation in 
Club activities, and to provide recognition for outstanding achievement in DX, the 
DXER OF THE YEAR award is given each year. The award is an engraved plaque suitable 
for wall mounting. It is awarded at the joint SCDXC/NCDXC Convention held annually. 
Nominations may be made by any DXCC or WAZ holder in Southern California by notifying 
any Board of Director member at least two months prior to the Convention. Selection 
of the winner of the award shall be made at a meeting of the Board of Directors prior 
to the Convention. The DXer will be selected by a majority vote at this meeting. 

The committee shall consider carefully each nomination submitted and shall give full 
attention to at least the following factors in making their decision: 

1. Operating ethics and courtesy. 

2. Station activity. 

3. Signal quality. 

4, Observance of FCC regulations 

5. Contributions to Southern California DX: participation in Club activities, contests 
and functions;attendance at Club meetings; Bulletin contributions; technical 
contributions, and similar factors of concern to DX. 

6. Contributions to amateur radio: helping new amateurs, novices, or foreign amateurs 
in any way through expedition traffic, loan or gift of parts or equipment, handling or 
supplying QSL cards, or assistance with technical problems. 

7. Attitude toward fellow amateurs. 

8. Attitude toward the public, including neighbors. 

9. Perserverance: effort in listening for new countries, in obtaining missing QSL 
cards, in striving for DX goals of various sorts such as certificates or awards, all 
band and mode operation and ferreting out DX information. 

10. Operating ability: copying through noise or QRM, code speed, ability to cope with 
confusion and general DX operation. 

11. Success expressed as a qualitative ratio of DX worked to capabilities of station 
-- how well an amateur performs with what he has. 

12. Other factors as considered applicable by the Award Committee.
